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REMARKS 

This paper is responsive to the Office Action mailed December 29, 2005, 
relating to the above-identified application. Applicant has amended claims 1, 
3, and 4 and cancelled claims 9 and 10 and requests re-examination and 
reconsideration. Claims 1-3 and 5-8 remain pending. No new matter has been 
added. 

I. Smnmarv of the Examiner*8 Re jections and Objections. 

Claims 1-10 stand rejected under 35 U.S.C. §112, second paragraph as 
being indefinite for informal issues. 

Claims 3 and 7 stand rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 102(b) as being 
anticipated by U.S. Patent No. 4,838,445 {"Laniu^). 

Claims 3, 7-9 and 10 stand rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Japanese patent 3069109 ("JP '109") in view of U.S. Patent 
No. 5,390,815 {"Spieger). 

II. Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1, 2 and 4-6 would be allowable if rewritten to overcome the 
rejections under 35 U.S.C. §1 12, second paragraph. 

III. Applicant*8 Response To the Examiner's Re|ections. 

Applicants have amended claims 1, 3, and 4, and cancelled claims 9 and 
10 to overcome the Examiner's rejections. Applicants submits that Lanius, 
Spiegel and/or JP '109 fail to disclose, show, teach or suggest, either implicitly 
or explicitly, each and every element of Applicants' claimed subject matter. 
However, in the interest of expediting prosecution. Applicant has amended 
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claims 1, 3 and 4 and cancelled claims 9 and 10 without prejudice to file an 
application for further prosecution thereof. 

Claim 1 has been amended to overcome the Examiner's rejection with 
respect to the upper, lower and opposed first and second side panel edge 
portion in the drawing resembling a T-shape. Accordingly, reconsideration and 
withdrawal of such rejection is requested. 



Based on the above amendments and remarks, the Applicant submits 
that claims 1-3 and 5-8 are now in proper condition for allowance and such 
action is earnestly solicited.
